by English, and French. He went west 
and there spent some time anion;: the 
Indian tribes in conditions similar to 
those faced by the men who made New 
England and New Prance. He pur- 
sued original sources of information 
like a sleuth-hound. . = nmc of the stor- 
lr? told of his searching out and find- 
ing of written historical documents :ire 
examples ot the greatest persistence. 

But ahhiMigh the utmost labour wns 
ppent by Parkinan in hard research 
work, althouifli he went to enormous 
trouble in discovering material, yet 
no' a hint of this Is apparent lu his 
works. Fai ki nan did not produce dry 
documents but histories which read 
like novels. 

But the chiefesl reason, said Pro- 
fessor Williams, why Canada should 
do honour to Parkman is thai ho Is 
ore of the great makers of Canada. 
C.'uisdians have no great literature,

Voting Jdea It would lead said young 
idea to believe that all the town fath- 
ers were as foolish as the professor. 

So, therefore, one possessing more 
knowledge than necessary was limited 
to the village pillory, as heretofore 
stated, or to gallows steps. Sometimes, 
when business was good, and he had 
the attention of a crowd of two or 
three people, •lie desecrated the gal- 
lows by climbing its steps and speak- 
ing from its platform. At other times, 
if he became too rambunctuous, the 
people invited him up the steps, forci- 
bly:

Undoubtnby tho law of diminishing 
returns does apply to studying, ar.d 
thero Is n point after which although 
one continues t olenrn tho learning 
is less rapid and thn pro rata, return 
less. And there Is no question but 
that the percentage of return from 
too little studying is loss than had 
a little bit more time been spent 
thereon. Hence there Is a point in 
the scale of hours of study at which 
the student can he most efficient in 
his work, nnd if that point is falrh- 
•UVlori of knowlnar that he is y^-flri? 
the most out of his efforts in college. 
Tho throo hour period as the unit ot 
greatest returns Is based upon statis- 
tics applicable to studying, and a 
daily three hour period of consistent 
study ought to insure for the student 
a satisfactory return for his years 
spent in the university. 

Rut such a schedule if faithfully 
carried out means the formation of a 
regular time of studying, an appor- 
tionment of the day's program Into 
j'ogriiar study periods, and tho forma- 
tion or n habit of studying at those 
periods. 

There is some satisfaction in know- 
ing tliat one Is receiving the most re- 
turns from his time of application. 
And ir iho Idea of a three hour period 
us sufficient studying time holds true, 
tlie student who sets aside the throe 
hours for' uninterrupted study wil, 
gain thét greater satisfaction of know- 
ing that ho may spend the rest of tho 
day In any manner- ho may choose, 
feeling that bis University work "is 
rot ooihg neglected.

OFABLE TALK 

(Continued from Page 1) 
They have produced no great books. 
Their literature and their poetry has 
been the hewing down of forests, the 
building of railroads, the settling of 
a great country. But the time comes 
when we should look back to the tra- 
ditions of the paet and Parkman lia» 
immortalized the pioneers, fulfilling 
the quotation. "Let us praise fainoijK 
men and tho fathers who begot us." 

He has shown Canada, tu herself and 
to the world. 

The speaker then noted what he con- 
sidered I'arkman's greatest defect, that 
In building up isolated stories he lias 
somewhat lost sight of the great sweep 
of history. Another criticism of I'ark- 
maii had to be met, mated fro feasor 
Williams, that charging him of pre* 
Judices against Roman Catholics and 
the French Canadian InHtlltJtlonB. 
This is unjust. Bnikman's opinions 
need not be aereed with but his true 
si at.einent' of historical facts cannot bo 
denied. 

Next, the speaker mentioned some of 
the really great things found In f'ark- 
■man. His description of country- 
side are wonderful and his landscapes 
can almost be seen before us os we 
read them. Similarly his characters; 
even 1 lie minor ones, appear uu living 
people, whom we (scoiii to have mot. 

The quality which Parkman brought 
out most in his works was manliness, 
o. quality which he himself displayed, 
and which, said Professor Williams in 
concluding, should belong to nil real 
Cajiadia.ns.

M'cOIll Electric Club yesterday nrter- 
tio.it) when the membership from the 
third and fourth year enjoyed a most 
profitable trip to the lbvholapa plant 
of the Montreal Ttflm.ways, 

At i.l.'i about fifty men inolu«\iiu: 
practically one hundred per cent, of 
both the third ami fourth years In 
Electrical EivRineerinp gâthcredl Sn 
the Union and acciunpaniod by Prof. 
Christie. Prof. Wallace ami Mr. 
Shippel proceeded' by street car to the 
plant which is situated near the 
corner of I-Vontcnac St. and t?t . 
Catherines, when the men had with 
the assistance -if about throe street 
cars all reached the plant one of tho 
plant officials took charge of the en- 
tire party and they were conducted 
through the plant on a brief general 
tour nf inspection during which th.- 
men were given an opportunity to 
observe the general lay-out of the 
station. After this brief circuit ,f 
the building the men returned to 
the central part of the station and 
were then allowed for two hours to 
roam as they chose and to examine, 
each for himself, all the parts that 
go to make up the station from the 
boilers to the meters on the switch- 
board. Meanwhile the operating staff 
showed no; only readiness but seemed 
ovrn eager to answer all questions put 
to them and the men feel deepl> in- 
debted to these operators for their 
assistance in unravelling the myster- 
ies of boilers, snper-heatcrs, écono- 
misera, rotary converters, synchroho- 
scoprs and whatnot. Many of the 
follows had to return to the college 
l,i fore five o'clock but for these who 
could stay the opportunity was af- 
forded to see a really big genera- 
tor get under way and be connected 
up to its work of driving the street 
cars which at the rush hours require 
many thousands of amperes from this 
station. 

This power plant serves two pur- 
poses, first to take power from the 
lines coming from Shawlnlgan Kalis 
and chance it to ti suitable form for 
the street cars and secondly there 
are four generators that make the 
"juice" directly from the coal. In 
the steam side of the plant there are 
two long rowF of boilers each equip- 
ped with automatic stokers so that 
the firemen, instead of having to 
shovel, merely watch the guazes and 
adjust the speed of the giant steel 
conveyor that carrier the eoa! to the 
nase of the fire. Alcm.7 the top .of 
this furnace room appears an im- 
mense concrete roof ",>ijt when some 
of the studen'F were steered up a lone 
and intricate series o! s'.epr and 
'ad t'-ey found tu •.( this roof was 
just in' hegiuning and that above it 
was a great yawning ".'harm of con- 
crete where the coal was stored in 
the winter and from which it was 
taken in chutes to be fod to the 
hoppers ,

The Herman student pays In haul 
work,- -a s a initier, ci rpeiil er, cob- 
bler, translator, teacher, el 1 '. lie 
pays in his health by lack of proper 
food, shelter, and clothing. Ho pays 
In his self-respect, by being often 
oblged to accept help which be ha a 
no prospect of repaying, lie pays In 
the deterioration of hla menial and 
spiritual fibre, being driven in upon 
himself and his own hardship, a i-l 
being driven around ami around In 
the mental sqnlrrel-cage of his own 
despairing thoughts, He paya per- 
haps, oven by crime. 

There are to-day, about I'.lO.mm 
students In the universities an,<l tech- 
nical schools in Gornuihy, stv;. „r 
these are earning their own living. 
Matty of the remainder tire foreign- 
ers. The great majority, thou, of 
Gorhuin students are dependent on 
their own exertions for livelihood ami 
education. The belter to do this, 
they have established a self-help or- 
ganization with II branches in dif- 
ferent cities of Germany, AH these 
branches have made arrangements 
to supply cheap meals, -nice a day, 
for needy students, and most of them 
have organized for various kinds of 
labor. Typewriting shoe repairing, 
carpentering, loeksmiithing. farming, 
translatjng. photography, bookbind- 
ing, laundry work these are sonic of 
the opportunities offered. 

This sounds very hopeful and as a 
matter of fact, it Is the only hope of 
thousands of student^.— but the 
wages earned by these unorganized 
young brain workers are so small 
in real value, that they mean hardly 
more than hope. In the city of 
Frankfort, in two months, students 
earned jointly one and a half million 
marks. But, how far will this go. 
when the mark stands at "30.000 to 
the pound, 150.000 to the dollar, or 
worse? 

During th B semester, in one of the 
largest studenl-feedlng places in 
Berlin, about 3.010 students eat their 
mid-day meal there. This consists 
of one dish of porridge, or one plate 
of vegetables (such as spinach, cab- 
bage ,or potatoes) with a grain or 
two of bully beef mixed with It. 
Cooked in quantities, it Is utterly 
unappetizing, and has tit * 1 real 
nourishing value. Yet it Is the chief 
jmoaJ of the day Tor these students. 
In the morning they .drink their cof- 
fee made of acoriiB, to wasji down 
their Piece ot dry bread. Ill 111'! 
evening they may have I he same, or 
nothing at all. Tho more well-to-do 
receive from friend." now and then a 
package of something to «prend on 
the brea/1 and make it tasty. 

As to their lodgings, few cr.ii af- 
ford priva le rooms. Mosl of them 
are in students' homes, built i" ill" 
university yards, or the yards of 
former barracks, Home hall» in old 
buildings are .divided by wooden 
partitions Into liny cell;., jusi largo 
enough to hold » bed. and perhaps a 
bookcase, j) « « y cannot afford even 
that, and so perhaps sleep In an 
automobile in h garage, acting as 
night-watchman in exchange tor llie 
shelter. (Somebody may be hind 
enough to arrange lor their books 
no that they can siudy. Kvcn m the 
waiting- room of stations, or In worn- 
out railway cars they may be found, 
trying to work at their hooka, while 
In the parks and public paribus, at 
night, the watchman I riot! not lu hoc 
Die occasional student huddled on a 
bench in I he hope of a little real less 
sleep.

Pake preached | n » Now 
Bri gland church typical of the kind 
found In towns with good, sensible 
citizens for Inhabitants, "The ner- 
vines did nol help me In Ibe |e»q-, 
and I doubt very much |r Hiey helped 
ol hern," Hie spoâksr continued, with 
a. noie nf Rndneni In his voice. 

"Why wan l no' satisfied -with 
these Berylees?'.' the speaker asked. 
He went. ,.n lo explain' by the exam- 
pie of (wo Prench churches: one the 
cathedral or Saint Mlchd and th-j 
oilier a much less presfirnptuoiis place 
of worship cniied St. Male. The first, 
was very beautiful, with patches of 
ntihllght on Ibe nltar, stained glass 
windows and beautifully carved pil- 
lars, while oui side white gulls, like 
the frbosts of Norma ns, rose up over 
Iln- «and In beautiful, sweeping 
curves. The Insiinct. to perceive the 
burst of sunlight and the birds was 
real religion, which sees "divinity in 
life as It Is". The old Roman hea- 
thenism with its worship of Vesta 
and all the other gods and goddesses 
had the same spirit ba.ek of It: "If 
was, the worship of things as they 
are". Ho It. was that In the church 
Dr. Pake saw the sunlight playing 
about, the altar and not the. altar it- 
self. In the smaller church a dif- 
ferent feeling came upon the. x-laltor. 
Ho felt, the throbbing pulse of the. 
commcn people: this church was 
alive, and It spoke to him eloquently. 
Herein lay the difference: an educa- 
ted New Rngla.nd congregation must, 
of nccnslty rea.son Its way to belief, 
while an uneducated French one ac- 
cepts spiritual experiences simply 
and without, oucstioning. Is it possi- 
ble, then, to feel the reverent, exper- 
ience at. all when one knows through 
process of reasoning that it Is not 
true? 

The Pro.nch church had an air of 
"mysticism" about It that fostered 
the religious feeiln. Appnrnntly 
thcre must, be outward material 
means to produce the spiritual end, 
and we who are. educated cannot ac- 
cept nil this "mysticism" of appeal 
to the senses by beauty of architec- 
ture and sculpture. In the Xew Eng- 
land church there was an element 
of curiosity that was quite lacking in 
the French cha.pel. After all. '.' ta a 
question of whether or not we car. 
find the true combination of French 
mysticism and New England curiosity 
that will satisfy our soul3' hunger. 
Is that possible?
